The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed on 06/02/2009 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1 and 2 based upon the enablement rejection regarding the claimed biological 
materials under 1 12, first paragraph and Hashimoto and Lu under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT
